Belt agent here, said at mid- 
morning "we heard over the 
(railroad) radio about 16 to 18 
cars derailed, "but didn't know 
any details and offices here had 
heard of no injuries. 


Earlier, SP Operator R. G. 


Daniel here had reported in- 
formation received here in- 
dicated 14 to 16 cars had left the 


tracks and the engine and five 
to six cars ahead of the derailed 
cars would continue on to 
Corsicana while repair crews 
converged on the scene. 


Ford said the engine and cars 


did come on here, and the crew 
was driven from here to the 
Ennis division point, but no 
details were given to local rail 
personnel. 


The main line is blocked until 


the derailed boxcars can be 
moved and repairs made to the 
track, but Ford said here he had 
no specific information on how 
long this will take. 


The train was coming north 


from Hearne.

Crowd Beats 
Pinto to Death 


PICO RIVERA, Calif. (AP) - An Anaheim 


man, with the help of about 50 other persons, 
has beaten his horseless carriage to death on 
Ford Motor Co. property. 


"I had to do it," puffed Roger T. Sweitzer, 


after he and members of the Outraged Con- 
sumers Action Committee pounded Sweitzer's 
1972 Pinto automobile into little more than a 
pile of scrap Tuesday. They used hammers, 
axes, crowbars and clubs. 


The committee is a loosely organized group 


of Southern California car owners formed by 
the owner of a Lincoln Continental who burned 
his car in protest here two years ago. 


Sweitzer said a wide variety of mechanical 


problems began popping up in the car almost 
from the first day he brought it home. 


"It's been dying by inches ever since I got 


it," Sweitzer said. "I would rather put it out of 
its misery and kill it before it kills me or 
someone else." 


The beating took place on the grounds of 


Ford's assembly plant here. 


"I have been trying to get the company to 


either fix that car or give me another one since 
the day after I got it, but the only satisfaction I 
ever got — until today — was when a Ford 
representative asked me, 'What do you want 
for $3,000?'," Sweitzer said. 


In a letter to the customer service division of 


Ford Marketing Corp. in Dearborn, Mich., he 
wrote, "I am now at the end of the road, or I 
should say my Pinto is sinae it will not perform 
in any manner remotely related to that of an 
automobile. In fact, it's so bad my insurance 
company has canceled the coverage on it." 


About 40 minutes after the dismantling 


began, sheriff's deputies ordered the Pinto- 
pounders to disperse.

IRS To Review 
Nixon's Taxes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Internal Revenue Service said 
today it is re-examining Presi- 
dent Nixon's income tax re- 
turns for the past several 
years. 


The IRS said representatives 


of Nixon are cooperating fully 
in the probe and had authorized 
disclosure of the action. 


The IRS did not say what 


years would be covered by the 
review. But there has been con- 
troversy over the President's 
returns for 1970, 1971 and 1972. 


The President 
paid 
total 


taxes for these three years of 
less than $6,000. 


An IRS spokesman said in 


answer to a question that the 
tax agency could recover past 
taxes due for all three of those 
years, but that the statute of 
limitations would have expired 
for taxes due from previous 


years. 


The IRS did not disclose the 


reason for its probe. 


The agency said it has ar- 


ranged to exchange information 
on the President's tax returns 
with the congressional Joint 
Committee on Internal Revenue 
Taxation, which has agreed, at 
Nixon's request, to review the 
chief executive's tax returns 
for the years since he entered 
the White House in 1969. 


The President's 
attorneys 


have extimated Nixon could 
owe as much as $267,000 in 
back taxes if the deductions he 
claimed are disallowed. 


On Dec. 8, Nixon released a 


mass of personal financial data 
and allowed newsmen to in- 
spect his income tax returns 
for the years 1969 through 1972. 


The material showed that 


Nixon paid a total of $78,651.10. 


Nixon Signs Speed Bill 


SAN 
CLEMENTE, 
Calif. 


(AP) — President Nixon signed 
into law today a 
measure 


aimed at forcing the 50 states 
to adopt energy-saving speed 
limits of 55 miles per hour. 


Nixon also signed another 


major bill setting up machinery 
for reorganizing seven bank- 
rupt railroads in the Northeast 
and Midwest with federal loan 
guarantees of $1.5 billion and 
subsidies of more than $500 mil- 
lion. 


Under the speed limit law, 


states will lose all federal high- 
way funds unless they adopt 55- 
mile limits within 60 days. 


Nixon said in a statement: 
"I have been gratified and 


encouraged by the number of 
states which have already vol- 
untarily reduced their speed 
limits in accordance with my 
request ... estimates indicate 
that we can save nearly 200,000 
barrels of fuel a day by observ- 
ing a national limit of 55 miles 
per hour." 


In another statement, Nixon 


said he considered some of the 
rail subsidies to be higher than 
they should be. However, he 
termed the reorganization law 
"an important turning point in 
the history of America's rail- 
road industry".

A total of 17,005 of the tags for passenger 


cars were delivered and an '• erall total- 
including trucks, trailers, cars, etc. — of 
26,187 plates were delivered. 


Drivers will be receiving license renewal 


notice cards in the mail right away, according 
to tax assessor-collector Jerry Scott. "Be 


sure to keep those cards," he stresses. 


Cars can be registered by mail by sending 


renewal cards with a check for the cost of the 
license plates, plus $1 for handling and 
postage. 


The plates will also be available at the 


Courthouse and at the usual substations in 
Kerens, Frost, Dawson, Blooming Grove, 
Chatfield and Pursley.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Agriculture Department 
has 


turned down a plea by dairy 
producer groups for emergency 
action this winter to beef up 
milk prices regulated under 
federal marketing orders. 


Dairy producers at a hearing 


in Clayton, Mo., last August 
and September urged the de- 
partment to review the min- 
imum price structure provided 
under market orders and to 
come up with emergency proce- 
dures aimed at heading off fur- 
ther cutbacks in the milk busi- 
ness. 


The department, having com- 


pleted its review, says no such 
emergency action is needed. It 
will publish the final report on 
its decision next Thursday, Jan. 
3. 


Officials say the 
existing 


n.-thpd of setting prices in fed- 
eral orders for Class I or fluid 
milk has resulted in significant 
increases and that, also, there 
has been some decline in dairy 
feed prices since last summer. 


Under federal milk market- 


ing orders, dealers are required 
to pay farmers a minimum 
price for Class I milk, used for 
bottling. The minimums vary 
among the order areas but all 
are based on prices farmers 
get for manufacturing-grade 
milk in Minnesota and Wiscon- 
sin. 


The manufacturing milk goes 


into cheese, butter and pow- 
dered milk and is priced lower 
than Class I sold on the fluid 
market. But the "Minnesota- 
Wisconsin series" of prices, as 
it is called, is computed each 
month and then forms the basis 
for adjusting Class I minimums 
in the order areas. 


Officials say the increases in 


Minnesota—Wisconsin 
prices 


have amounted to a boost of 
$1.11 per hundredweight for 
Class I milk since last Septem- 
ber and that another 15-cent in- 
crease becomes automatic in 
January. 


To illustrate 
further, the 


said in commenting on con- 
tinuing education and com- 
munity services.

It is essential 
that enough loose soil is plowed 
up so that it can become settled 
and the moisture built up 
enough so that the sprigs can be 
adequately covered when the 
sodding operation is performed. 
This coupled with adequate 
fertilization, weed control, and 
proper management can insure 
a successful establishment of a 
waterway in the first spring. If 
crops are so planned, then the 
waterways will be ready to 
receive water from terraces 
which can be built in the 
summer months.

Hut there's more to a 


Christmas seal than an ap- 
peal for money. Now that the 
maddening holiday rush is 
over there is lime to learn 
why. 
The "seal" story goes a 


great deal deeper than as a 
symbol of giving, according 
lo Charles J. Bellinghausen, 
an authority on the subject 
who began as a general col- 
lector of stamps and later 
speciali/t'd in "charity" 
stamps. He explained that 
there s a story behind almost 
every one. 


The first charity seals in 


the United States were issued 
by the Wheatridge Hospital 
and the Catholic Society of 
Holy Childhood in 1910. There 
are only seven known copies 
of the Wheatridge stamp. "Of 
these, two are in private col- 
lections in the United States 
and 1 have one of those," he 
said. 


"Actually, though, the first 


tuberculosis seal was issued 
in 1897 by a hospital for 
lungers in Germany. This 
was before the word tuber- 
culosis was in the diction- 
ary," he expanded. 


The earliest TB seal in the 


United States was issued by 
the Delaware chapter of the 
Tuberculosis Association, in 
1907. 
It was such a success 


that the seals were sold out 
before Christmas. "They got 
to the printer right away and 
ordered more, adding the 
words 'Happy New Year' be- 
cause they didn't think they 
would get them out before 
Christmas day," he said. Sell- 
ing the stamps at a penny 
apiece that first year the as- 
sociation raised $3,000. The 
next year, they raised $135,- 
000. The sale of seals na- 
tionally in 1969 realized $34.5 
million. 


Bellinghausen, an engineer 


doing experimental work for 
a small m a c h i n e f i r m , 
devotes most of his spare 
time to stamps and related 
items. He is looking forward 
to retirement when all of his 
time can be spent on his hob- 
by. 


The rarest of all the na- 


tional TB seals is the type one 
from 1913. There were at 
least three changes made in 
the design of the seal to make 
it more colorful. "These are 
the kind of things we hunt for 
years to find. It s rough to get 
those early seals because 
people didn t save them." 


Other things collectors look 


for are perforations, color 
p r o o f s h e e t s a n d i r - 
regularities in printing as 
.well as collecting stamps rep- 
resenting each of the several 
p r i n t e r s repsonsible for 
printing the seals. 


Bellinghausen has been 


generous with his seal collec- 
tion, which includes seals 
from more than 100 nations, 
putting it on loan from time 
to time for public display. 
The national office does not 
save proofs for collectors but 
as a way of expressing their 
appreciation they presented 
him with a press sheet. This is 
a sheet of stamps 4 x 8 feet 
which he had long wanted to 
add to his exhibit. 


While almost everyone is 


aware of seals there are 
many lesser known items 
sought by collectors. These 
include TB bonds, push-and- 
pull door stickers, church 
bulletin covers, bookmarks, 
blotters, placemats. coin 
cards, transit passes, milk 
bottle caps and package in- 
serts for business firms. 


The earliest bond was 


issued in 1919 for large con- 
tributors and Bellinghausen 
admits to never having seen 
this first issue. 


The latest object to be ad- 


ded to the collector's lisl is 
the Christmas Seal scar I 
which is given to volunteers. 
These have been made for 
the last three years.

sengers was delayed for more 
than 13 hours Monday night 
and Tuesday at Galesburg, 111., 
after water was mistakenly 
poured into a diesel fuel tank. 


The water froze in the fuel 


lines in near-zero weather. 


The extra stop for an Amtrak 


turboliner Tuesday was five 
miles north of Normal, also in 
central Illinois. 


A dispatcher at Bloomington, 


111., the train's last scheduled 
stop as it headed from St. Louis 
to Chicago with 90 aboard, said 
the train apparently ran out of 
fuel because the engines had 
been left running Monday night 
to keep them from freezing. 


In Missouri, 120 passengers 


aboard an Amtrak train en 
route from Kansas City to New 
York were stalled for more 
than 12 hours when the Mis- 
souri Pacific locomotives pull- 
ing it stopped. 


A railroad spokesmen said
